The United Nations command 


learned from a reliable source that 
major elements of a Chinese di- 
vision remained in Kaesong after 
the Reds agreed to make the city 
a neutral area July 15. Red tanks 
were' reported moving into Kae- 
song. 


Presence of such forces in Kae- 


song constitutes a violation of the 
neutral zone. Actually, it has been 
the Reds who have charged the 
Allies with violating the zone. 


Kaesong, in Western Korea a 


few miles below the 38th parallel, 
is near the scene' of some of the 
heaviest fighting.

Alert Bermuda for Hurricane Winds 


Blow Changes 
Course, May 
Strike Sunday 


No Threat to U.S. 
Foreseen; Ships ' 
Wallow In Storm 


MIAMI, Fla. — (AP) — A 


hurricane alert was given the 
vacation island of Bermuda to- 
day as the monstrous hurri- 
cane "Easy" swung its 160- 
mile winds toward the British 
colony about 700 miles south- 
east of New York. 


Grady Norton, chief storm 


forecaster in the weather bu- 
reau at Miami, said the United 
States coastline was safe from 
the mightiest tropical hurri- 
cane of the year, "but a defi- 
nite threat to Bermuda has 
developed." 


The calm- central eye of the hur- 


ricane was only 330 miles south- 
southwest of Bermuda at 9:30 a.m. 
(CDT) 
today.' "The storm 
was 


moving forward at 10 to 11 miles 
an hour. This would* bring its 
strong winds to the Bermuda area 
tomorrow before noon. 


Changes Course 


The threat to Bermuda devel- 


oped when the misnamed "Easy" 
changed its course from west- 
northwestward to northwestward, 
and continued to swing toward a 
more northerly course. 


At 9:30 a.m. "Easy" was some 


700 miles due east of Melbourne, 
Fla. 


Somewhere in the storm's tur- 


bulent northern sector the steam- 
ship "African Grove" wallowed in 
"extremely high seas" and 100

"'The-.ship" seiit'in 'regula'r*'radl6 
reports to the weather bureau and 
said she was not in any trouble.' 


Second Hurricane 


Another steamship, the "Rua 


Hir.e," reported she was near hur- 
ricane "Fox"—the sixth Of the 
season—far out in the Atlantic 
about 640 miles southeast of Ber- 
muda. 


The "Rua Hine" appeared to be 


having difficulty making observa- 
tions, the weather bureau said. 
Neither vessel was further identi- 
fied. 


The weather bureau said it was 


most unusual to receive reports 
from two ships near two different 
hurricanes at the same time. Ships 
had been warned to avoid both 
storms. 


Gains Strength 


Hurricane "Fox" .was gaining 


in strength and speed. Highest 
winds weer estimated at 115 miles 
per hour, with hurricane force 
winds were estimated at 115 miles 
north of the center and 50 miles 
to the south. 


The storm was moving west 


northwest or northwest at be- 
tween 18 and 20 miles an hour. No 
land areas were threatened.

BERLIN, (AP) — The Rus- 


sians today expressed '.regret for 
the fatal shooting of an American 
soldier Thursday night 
on the 


Russian' zone order.^ They "an- 
nounced' they had arrested the 
East German policeman who fired 
the shot. 


The soldier was shot when his 


car crashed into a barricade at 
the Soviet zone border on the out- 
skirts of Berlin. He died yester- 
day in a Russian military hos- 
pital'in Potsdam. 


Russian -regrets were -sent by 


Sergei Dengin, chief of the Soviet 
control commission for Berlin, in 
a letter to Maj. Gen. Lemuel 
Mathewson, U. S. commander. 


The letter said the Soviet zone 


"people's 
policeman" who shot 


the soldier is under arrest pending 
completion of an investigation by 
Soviet authorities.. 


An official American statement 


observed, however, that "although 
Mr. Dengin expressed his regrets 
he failed to justify the wanton 
use of firearms by the people's 
policeman against 
an 
unarmed' 


American soldier." 


The statement added: "Any fur- 


ther action taken by the United 
States authorities 
will 
be an- 


nounced." This meant the U. S. 
authorities reserved the right to 
protest, and probably to demand 
indemnity,, if their investigation 
warranted it. 


The soldier's name was with- 


held pending notification of next 
of kin.

per cent over current list prices.

A—-Yes, particularly if it is con 


nected to the same flue as the 
main heating plant. There »houl< 
be a separate flue for each piece 
of heating equipment. 


Q—I plan to re-roof my home 


and would like to use six-Bidet 
shingles which I have seen and 
admired on other houses for their 
neat, trim appearance. Could you 
tell me what these shingles are 
called ? 


A—The shingles you refer to 


are individual hexagonal shingles 
which, although not true hexa- 
gons, make a .distinctive six-sided 
appearance on the roof. Hexagonal 
shingles are.available in two types, 
both designed so that the bottom 
of each shingle is fastened down 
to make a tight roof covering. 
One is the lock-down type, with 
tabs at the bottom which are in- 
serted under the edges of ad- 
jacent shingles. The other is the 
staple-down type which is secured 
to the shingle beneath by a metal 
clip. 


Q—What should I use to re- 


move grease from wallpaper? 


A—Mix a paste of Fuller's earth 


and carbon tetrachloride, or some 
non-flammable cleaning fluid. Ap- 
ply the paste to the grease spot 
and then brush off gently after it 
has had time to dry.

Roof gutters and downspouts 


need periodic attention and repair. 
Therefore, before winter sets in, 
check your roof drainage system 
thoroughly to keep it in proper 
condition. 


Gutters should be kept as free 


of leaves and other rubbish as pos- 
sible. Such debris, if not removed, 
may stop up the opening to the 
downspout and cause water to 
back up and flow over the edge. 


This overflow may cause con- 


siderable damage if the water 
finds its way down inside the walls 
of the house. Unsightly streaks 
and stains on the exterior wall 
surfaces may also result if the 
overflow is not stopped. Rotting 
leaves will also cause corrosion or 
rotting of gutters if allowed to re- 
main. 


To prevent leaves and other 


refuse from being washed into the 
downspout, it is advisable to place 
a wire basketlike strainer over the 
gutter outlet. Strainers are ob- 
tainable at hardware stores and 
are inexpensive. 


Clogging in freezing weather is 


serious because the weight of the 


ice may tear the gutter and leader 
from their supports. It is often 
the case that, with a gutter on an 
exposed side of the house, water 
from melted si ,>w on the roof will 
freeze in them, causing clogging. 
This can be prevented by scatter- 
ing a shovelful or more of rock 
salt on the roof surface and in the 
gutter. 


Next, look over the gutters lor 


bends or leaks. Where the gutters 
are secured to the. roof or the 
cornice with hangers, be sure that 
the hangers are firmly attached to 
the building. Use a carpenter's 
level or a can of water to check 
the pitch of the gutters. Bend the 
hagers up or down slightly to give 
correct pitch and replace rusted 
hangers. 


A gutter set too high in relation 


to the edge of the roof may cause 
every snow slide to be blocked. It 
should be set just below a line con- 
tinued from the roof slope so the 
sliding snow will jump the gutter. 


To repair a leaky gutter, remove 


the rust from both the inside and 
outside with coarse steel wool or 
a wire brush. Coat the inside with 
a thick film of plastic roof cement. 


Before the cement sets, cover it 
with strips of roofing felt or heavy 
aluminum foil and press down 
firmly. Where these strips meet, 
overlap them in the direction of 
water flow and cement their edges 
together. . 


The 
life of gutters can 
be 


lengthened by coating the inner 
surfaces with liquid asphalt paint 
and the outer surfaces with house 
paint. 


Downspouts also need care and 


_temporary repair can be made by 
wrapping the bad part with strips 
of canvas thoroughly soaked with 
white lead paint on both sides. 
Then paint the entire downspout 
with white lead paint. However, 
if a downspout is badly broken 
or rusted, replace the entire sec- 
tion. 


Precaution should be taken to 


inspect and clean where the down- 
spout enters. If the connecting 
drain is plugged up, the water will 
back up and when this freezes the 
downspouts will burst. 


Bent wire snow guards are easy 


to install on your roofs and are 
perhaps the best way to prevent 
damage to gutters and down- 
spouts.

Mr. Hoover spoke of many things. But at heart his 


counsel was a simple one. He called upon us to restore the 
old virtues, tp live once again by the old, tested codes of 
ethics like the Ten Commandments and the Sermon on the 
Mount. 


His diagnosis of our moral ills was penetrating. His ad- 


vice was thoroughly sound. If we are to find our way back 
to decency, what better guideposts can we have than the 
Commandments so many seem to have ignored in this trou- 
bled time? 


We here set them down afresh, in service to the Christian 


ideals of honor and right living, which must underlie our 
free way of life if it is to survive: 


1. Thou shalt have no other gods before me.

The Senate Finance Committee has whacked some $420,- 


000,000 off a House-approved increase of $2,855,000,000 in 
personal income taxes. This plan, of course, has to run 
quite a gamut before getting full Senate endorsement.

stand it well enough to vote on it intelligently. The proposal 
calls on the taxpayer to substract from his gross income his 
normal exemptions and deductions, figure his tax due under 
present law, and then apply a new levy of three to four per 
cent on what's left.

If Possible Avoid Moving 
Person With Broken Bone

It is unusual to meet a family 


no member of which has ever 
broke a bone. In fact, a single 
person may have several broken 
bones in a lifetime. 


The doctor is rarely the first 


person to see the patient after the 
bone has been broken so that it is 
others who, aa a rule, have the 
first responsibility. The way the 
situation is handled at the begin- 
ning may have a good deal to do 
with the medical treatment and 
the outlook for proper healing. 


When the onlookers suspect that 


someone has broken a bone, they 
should let the patient lie where he 
is if at all possible until someone 
comes who knows how to move 
him. 


Unwise movement may change 


a fracture from a simple affair in 
which the broken portions are in 
good position into one requiring 
complicated surgery and a much 
longer healing time. 


If the patient has to be re- 


moved, there are some general 
principles to be followed. If the 
suspected fracture is in the foot, 
the shoe should not be removed 
as it may serve as a partial splint. 


If the fracture is in the bones 


of the 
arms or legs, a board 


should be tied on with handker- 
chiefs or cloths to keep the bones 
from moving. The moving itself 
should be done with great care, 
treating the broken bone almost 
as if it were a separate body. 


If the fracture is in the spinal 


cord or head, it is almost always 
best to wait for professional help. 


There are many kinds of frac- 


tures varying all the way from a 
small crack with the bones still 
in good position to 
injuries in 


which some of the bone is de- 
stroyed and comes all the way 
through the skin. The treatment 
naturally depends on the location 
and nature of the fractures. 


In determining what should be 


done, the X-ray is of extraordi- 
nary value. Indeed bones 
are 


often set under this machine so 
that the doctor can tell when the 
broken fragments are in the best 
position to heal. 
SPLINT IS NECESf ARY 


Once the bone fragments 


put together in the right position 
they need to be held there and 
they need time to grow together 
or knit. 
For this purpose the 


plaster of pans cast which is put 
on wet, molded to the part and 
later hardens, is also invaluable. 


Of course the time which a frac- 


ture takes to heal depends on the 
kind of fracture, the age of the 
patient and other factors, but for- 
tunately bone does have a greaW 
ability to heal and after it does, 
it is usually as strong as ever at 
the point of the break.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Daring Play Helps Make Contract 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


If you were playing rubber 


bridge with today's South hand, 
and if you were doubled at one no- 
trump, you would probably take 
your sure tricks and give the oppo- 
nents 500 points. When Dr. Seward 
M. Transue held the South hand in 
this , year's national champion- 
ships, he knew that a loss of 500 
points would probably cost his 
team the match. He therefore 
played it daringly, hoping the 
enemy would fail to find the best 
defense. 


West opened the king of clubs, 


holding the trick. He continued 
with the queen of clubs, and East 
discarded the deuce of hearts. 
Transue won and returned the 
queen of hearts, thus giving the 
defenders the chance' to take 10 
tricks on the run. 


East couldn't decide what to lead 


back and therefore declined to 
take the queen of hearts. This gave 
declarer a fifth trick, so that he' 
was now in position to settle for a 
penalty of only 300 points. 


Still not satisfied, Dr. Transue 


returned his last club, allowing 
West to take his long suit This 
made East squirm miserably, just 
as declarer had hoped. 


East began by discarding two 


diamonds, then parted with, a 
spade, and finally released the 
queen of diamonds. Meanwhile, 
South discarded a diamond, a 
spade, and then the 10 of dia- 
monds. "Dummy threw two dia- 
monds and a heart. 


West now had to find an exit, 


and chose to get out with a heart 
This gave declarer a free finesse, 
and dummy's 10 was allowed to 
hold the trick. Business was de- 
cidedly picking up; declarer was 
now sure of six tricks. 


Stiil not satisfied, Transue led 


the 10 of spades from dummy.

Report Polio's 
First Hours 
Vital Period 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark, 


(AP)—Whether polio paralyzes its 
victim or he recovers, may depend 
upon how he is treated in the first 
few hours of the illness. 


Those are the hours when it 


is difficult to know if you have 
polio. Getting to bed in those hours 
possibly means the difference the 
second international poliomyeltls 
conference was told today. This 
study was reported by Dr. W. 
Ritchie Russell of Oxford, Eng- 
land. 


The "early hours" he said is a 


period that may range from only 
12 hours to more than two weeks. 
Physical activity in that period 
may do irreparable damage. 


"During the early hours of the 


major illness,'" Dr. Russell said, 
"even a few hours spent at house- 
work or at play may have a dis- 
astrous effect" 


The warning signal* for com- 


plete rest, he said, are stiff necks 
and weakness in muscles. 


The Johns Hopkins doctor who 


has made .successful vaccines for 
polio in monkeys, Howard A. 
Howe, said it is difficult to pre- 
dict whether similar vaccines will 
protect humans. He said that 
vaccination for polio la risky for 
humans. But he said it may be 
worth while to take this risk 
among older people, if polio con- 
tinues to increase among adults 
as it has been doing for several 
yean,

LATE BLIGHT IX TOMATOES 


Several cases of late blight In your tomatoes have been brought 


to my attention. I'm afraid much of the crop has been destroyed—at 
any rate this is the fungus that caused the difficulty. It's been seen 
in Illinois only since 1945—and it will only grow when there's plenty 
of humidity, rainfall and 45°-70° F. temperatures. 
Dry weather 


75-80 degree temperatures, destroys it, rapidly. 


This blight seems to originate from imported tomato plants, 


nearby potatoes or from infected greenhouses. Currents of air carry 
the spores or seeds of the fungus, thus in two or three days a field 
or patch can be entirely destroyed. 


Control is mainly by spraying 


with a fixed copper fungicide or 
bordeaux mixtures. 
The 
dusts 


should be applied every , seven 
days. A good.copper dust recom- 
mended on tomatoes contains 5-7 
per cent actual copper. 
Many 


fixed copper dusts can be pur- 
chased. Bordeaux mixtures tend 
to become rather 
injurious to 


young tomato plants. However, 
on older plants 
and 
especially 


when there is ample moisture in 
the soil. A mixture of 4-4-100 is 
best for tomatoes—this means 8 
Ibs. of copper sulfate, 4 Ibs. of 
lime and 100 gallons of water— 
or if you don't need this much 
cut this proportion down. 


Whenever one sees any indica- 


tion of late blight, spraying or 
dusting should begin and continue 
well into harvest

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Senate Committee Okays $61 Billion 
Appropriation 


Senate Increases First Class 
Postal Rate From 3 to 4 Cents 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— The 


cost of sending a letter would g< 
up from three to four cento unde 
a postal rate increase bill passed 
by the senate last night and sen' 
to the house. 


The measure also would make 


the penny postcard only a memo- 
ry, raise airmail rates and boost 
charges on other types of mail in 
an effort to swell the post office 
department's revenues a r o u n c 
$400,000,000 a year. 


Even so the department would 


be left in the red. Its expenses now 
outrun its income more than $500,- 
000,000 annually. 


And it was only because the sen- 


ate wrangled so long over the rate 
increase bill that it failed to hike 
the pay of postal workers slightly 
more than §200,000,000 a year. 


Skip Salaries 


Senators had hoped to whip 


through an 8.8 per cent salary in- 
crease for postal employes yester- 
day, but at the end of last night's 
session Majority Leader McFar- 
land of Arizona said it now would 
have to wait until other top-pri- 
ority legislation is out of the way. 


When it meets again Monday, 


the senate will take up a $61,000,- 
000,000 military appropiation bill. 


Despite a drawn-out debate and 


some backing and filling the sen- 
ate in the end made only one 
change in the postal rate increases 
recommended by its post office 
committee. 


Increase Magazines 


By a vote of 36 to 24, it adopted 


an amendment of Senator Long 
(D-La) making a 60 per cent in- 
crease in the postal rates for 
magazines over a three-year peri- 
od. 


The increase would be 20 per 


cent a year instead of the three 
10 per cent increases proposed by 
the committee. Staff members of 
the committee estimated the ef- 
fect, money-wise, would be to 
bring in an additional $6,000,000 a 
year when the full 60 per cent in- 
crease took hold. 


Long offered the amendment 


after Senator Douglas (D-I11) was 
defeated, 32 to 28, in an effort to 
boost the rates on both newspapers 
and magazines 60 per cent instead 
of 30 per cent over three years. 


Expect 16 Million 


At the end Qf three years,.when 


the higher rates on newspapers 
and magazines would be in full 
effect, the committee estimated 
the post office department would 
realize about $16,500,000 in addi- 
tional reevnue. 


The department's biggest yield 


would come from raising the rate 
on first-class (sealed) letters from 
three to four cents. The change 
would bring in an estimated $200,- 
£63,000. 


The upping of the charge on 


postcards from one to two cents 
was expected to add $44,136,000 to 
postal revehifes. The senate re- 
jected efforts to exempt from the 
increase 
personal, 
handwritten 


postcards or those sent by non- 
profit organizations. 


Other Hikes 


The committee estimated that 


the. higher rate on air mall, from 
six to eight cents, would increase 
postal revenues by $16,768,000. 
Higher rates for third-class mail 
were expected to account for an 
extra $35,000,000 after a gradu- 
ated two-year increase.

(largely parcel post) would be 
raised about $63,011,000 a year, 
while increased charges for special

Overall, before the senate hiked

360,501 in additional revenue the 
first year and $397,610,058 at the 
end of the third year.

THERE'S ONE TIME when it 


very important tot the house 
holder to be a good mixer. That 
when there's a concrete job • t 
be done—anchoring a clothes pole 
laying a bit of sidewalk, bulk 
ing a few steps, or lining a fis 
pool. 


It's the mix that determines th 


strength, durability and water 
tightness of any concrete Job. 


Concrete is one of the mos 


interesting of all building ma 
terials. It really is one case o 
man improving upon nature. Soi 
experts say nature is continually 


. breaking down rock into soil— 


through erosion and disintegration 
—and at the same time continual 
ly building up new rock with soi: 
—through pressure and chemica! 
action on hardpan, etc. 


In concerete, man buids his 


own rock with soil and water, 
and does it in a jiffy. The quality 
of his product depends entirely 
on the materials he uses and the 
way he mixes them. 


To get quality you have to 


start with quality—only clean 
sand, clean 
water 'and clean 


gravel. Sand must be free of loam 
and vegetable matter. The water 
should be good enough to drink. 
The gravel, crushed stone, or 
other coarse aggregate, cannot 
contain junk that will crumble and 
cause weak pockets. 


A Happy Thought 


IT USED TO BE that a formula 


expressed as 1:2:3, or 
1:2: 


meaning one part of Portland ce- 
ment to two parts, of sand and 
three or four parts of pebbles or 
crushed stone—was depended upon 
for a good mix. But the discovery 
of the importaance of' water in 
the mix has brought new rules. 


When water is added to port- 


land cement, a chemical reaction 
is set up. This reaction is vital to 
the "set," or hardening of the con- 
crete. Too much water, or not 
enough, can spoil the job. And 
concrete for different 
purposes 


calls for different amounts of 
water. 


While a 1:2:3 mix (using one 


sack of Portland cement) with 6 


allons of water will stand for a 


good average mix for small jots 
around the house, that amount of 
water presupposes absolutely dry 
sand and gravel. However, sand 
usually used on a concerete job 
s rarely dry. It is commonly 
rated as wet sand. This means it 
may contain a half-gallon of water 
or every cubic foot. 
Therefore, if you do not actu 
lly test sand for moisture con 
ent, the safest procedure is t 
.dd only five or five and one-hal 
gallons of water to a 1:2:3 mi> 
until it is plastic and workable 
n that way you'll have six gallon 
f water in the mix without break 
ng the rule of never using mor 
han six gallons per sack of ce 
ment.

Sand that is too fine—plaster 


sand or beach sand—tends to set- 
tle in voids and separate from 
coarser aggregate. 
~A11 aggregates call for screen 
ing. Bank-run gravel—the mix 
that cornea from the gravel bank 
—is rarely'in proper proportions 
of 'sizes to make quality concrete 
It should be screened over a one 
and one-half inch sveen, with the 
residue discarded, and then screen- 
ed through a No. four mesh- 
four openings to the linear inch 
* • * • 


LACKING a concrete mixer, use 


a smooth, watertight floor or 
platform—heavy plywood -is gooc 
—for mixing. Measure out the 
sand first. Spread it out even- 
ly. Add the cement and mix the 
two well. Then add the coarse 
aggregate and continue mixing. 
When it is completely blended, 
pile it and form a crater in the 
middle. Add half the water and 
mix the dry materials into the 
wUer. Gradually add as much of 
the remaining water as you .need 
to get a workable paste.

WASHINGTON, (AP) — Some 


2,000,000.World.War II veterans 
who previously used all or part 
of their GI home, farm and busi- 
ness ioans • are entitled to addi- 
tional home loans under the new 
defense housing act, the veterans 
administration-said today. 


"Comparing the new schedule 


for GI loans with the one in effect 


previously, the minimum down 
payment on a $7,000 transaction 
it $280 instead of $500," VA said. 


"At $10,000 it is $600 instead 


of $1,300, and at $12,000, it is 
$960 instead of $1,900. 


The new law grants to mo 


veterans who used all or part 
their guaranty rights the differ- 
ence between what they used and 
$7,500 for home loans only. How- 
ever, if the veteran obtains a home 
loan after April 20, 1950, no ad* 
ditional guaranty is provided.
